All petition signatures must be 


of registered Plano voters which 
will be verified by computer 
when the petitions are delivered 
to the Collin County Clerk s of­ 
fice. To make up for possible 
duplications 
or 
errors 
on 
Signatures, the Citizens for 
Common Sense will solicit more 
names again this weekend at 
most major shopping centers in 
Plano. 
When the 3,000 to 4,000 npr.»ec 
are gathered, PCCS represen­ 
tatives will turn the petitions in to 
the clerk s office. 
When the 
signatures are verified, they will 
be presented to 
the 
Com­ 
missioners Court which will then 
have between 20 and 30 days in 
which to call a local option 
election in Plano.

Parker Bridge Progresses 


Sept. IO Set 
For Bond Vote 


Absentee voting has already begun 
in the city’s $1.8 million bond election 
called last night by the Plano City 
Council. 
Sept. IO was set for the bond issue 
which will provide funds for city hall 
improvements adequate to 1990. The 
new structure will utilize the existing 
municipal building located at 15th St. 
and Ave. L. 
Plans call for the construction of a 
two-story building, approximately 
30,000 square feet. Provisions will be 
made so that additional floors can be 
added when needed. 
The 
city’s 
Planning 
and 
Engineering and Code Enforcement 
Depts., currently housed in quarters 
outside city hall, will be moved into 
the existing building while other 
administrative offices will occupy the 
planned new building. 
The bond election and proposed 
municipal 
improvements 
were 


studied and outlined by a group of 
Planoites—the Municipal Facilities 
Capital Improvement Committee, 
chaired by TP&L manager Jim 
Taylor. 
According to the committee, the 
proposed bond program will increase 
taxes “only slightly”—about 2.4 cents 
per $100 valuation. 
For instance, the committee pointed 
out, on a $30,000 home taxes would 
increase an average of 50 cents per 
month, while on $70,000 worth of 
property a $1.17 per month increase 
would be seen. 
Absentee voting in the election will 
take place in the city secretary’s 
office at city hall from 8 a.rn.-5 p.m. 
today through Sept. 6. 
Election polls will be open from 7 
a.rn.-7 p.m. on Sept. IO at Wilson 
Middle School for Westside voters and 
Bowman Middle School for eastside 
voters.

Luckenbach 
Asks Prince 
For Visit 


LUCKENBACH, Tex. (UPI) - Just 
in case Great Britain’s Prince Charles 
has ever wondered about his own 
importance, he has now been invited 
to the city where everybody is 
somebody. 
“We just wanted to make sure he 
knows he’s welcome,” city press 
secretary Jack Harmon said Monday. 
“Everybody’s 
somebody 
in 
Luckenbach — even a British prince.” 
Harmon said the three citizens of 
Luckenbach, which hosts major beer 
parties for the most minor reasons, 
were preparing a formal invitation for 
Prince Charles’ 12-day tour of the 
United States. 
“We naturally assume he is plan­ 
ning to come to Luckenbach,” Har­ 
mon said, “since the Alamo is on his 
itinerary and ifs in San Antonio which 
is rapidly 
getting fame as 
the 
‘Gateway to Luckenbach.’” 


White and Livingston were con­ 
victed three years ago for their parts 
in the triple slaying of Preston 
Broyles, Billy St. John and Gary 
Coker during a robbery of the Hilltop 
Grocery near Princeton in central 
Collin County. 
Attorneys for both convicted men 
claim the death penalty in Texas is 
unconstitutional and also question 
whether or not defense attorneys in 
the original trials were competent to 
handle the defenses. 
Additionally, Livingston’s attorneys 
are 
questioning 
whether 
the 
testimony of a psychiatrist in the 
original trial was justified in saying 
Livingston would commit further 
violent crimes if turned loose on 
society. 
The lawyers also hope to prove that 
there was not sufficient evidence to 
convict Livingston of capital murder 
since he was not the alleged “trigger 
man” in the slayings. 
Collin County District Attorney Tom 
O’Connell, 
who 
successfully 
prosecuted the cases within a year of 
the crime, was in Tyler last week 
when Judge Justice officially said he 
would hear appeals of the two con­ 
demned men at the same time. 
While consolidating the cases, 
Judge Justice commented that he felt 
it would take a year to 18 months for 
the final decision to be reached. 
He also refused O’Connell’s request 
to set a date for hearing the appeal for 
Writ of Habeas 
Corpus which, if 
granted, would allow new trials. 
The judge instructed attorneys to 
“move with all deliberate speed” in 
preparing for the hearing so that a 
date could be set.

Council Races Through Meet 


City officials quickly set up absentee voting arrangements 
following Monday night’s call for a $1.8 million bond 
election to provide improvements to the city’s municipal 
building. The regular election will be beld Sept. IO but 
persons who plan to be out of Plano on election day may 
vote absentee at the city secretary’s office (located in the 


municipal building, 15th St. and Ave. L) from 8 a.m.-5 p.m. 
today through Sept. 6. Any Plano citizen who has been 
issued a valid voter registration certificate effective on or 
before Sept. IO is eligible to vote in the bond issue. (Staff 
photo). 


Collin County Commissioners have 
tentatively created IO new voting 
boxes for the City of Plano. 
State law mandates that voting 
precincts be redrawn every two years 
so that no more than 2,000 registered 
voters reside within a precinct using 
hand ballots and no more than 3,000 
where voting machines are used. 
A number of populous precincts in 
Plano—most of them on the city’s 
Westside—overrode those limits and 
were therefore split into two or more 
different orecincts. 
Several hundred Plano voters will 
cast ballots at different polling places 
due to the changes. Commissioners 
will not officially approve the new 
dividing lines until next Monday’s 
meeting. 
(Editor’s Note: 
When the new 
precincts are officially adopted next 
week, a map and-or explanation of the 
newly-established voting boxes will be 
published). 
In addition to the IO new precincts in 
Plano, 
the commissioners also 
decided on an east-west split of Allen’s 
single voting box. The two new 
precincts will be divided by Highway 
5. The city of Frisco will also be split 
into two separate boxes. 
Justice of the Peace, Constable and 
Commissioners precincts may also be 
changed. Those districts will be 
discussed at a special meeting 
Thursday afternoon and official 
adoption of all precinct changes will 
be made next Monday. 
In other action at

meeting, commissioners approved the 
renewal of a contract with the Wichita 
Falls State Hospital for the operation 
of a Mental Health Clinic. The two- 
year contract will be valid from Sept. 
I, 1977-Aug 31, 1979. 
Wichita Falls State Hospital was 
also granted a contract to provide 
alcoholism aftercare services in the 
county. The hospital will be paid 
$1,417 to cover traveling costs for a 
mental nealth counselor s work in 
Collin County.

NEW YORK (UPI) - The 
first time I ever met Brooks 
Robinson was more than 20 
years ago, and what struck 
me most about him other 
than that completely open 
friendly way of his was how 
he’d blush like a terribly 
em barrassed 
schoolboy 
whenever someone had any­ 
thing complimentary to say 
about his baseball ability. 
He was taking 
batting 
practice with the Baltimore 
Orioles on this particular 
day 
and 
another 
team 
m em ber, who had been 
around the big leagues 
awhile, also was watching 
him take his cuts. 
Robinson wasn’t even 20 
then, and looking at him, the 
veteran player standing 
near the cage said rather 
quietly to me, “This kid 
could turn out to be one 
helluva ballplayer. He has a 
great glove and he hits the 
curve ball okay, but some of 
these pitchers are over­ 
powering him, throwing the 
ball right past him. That 
may keep him from ever 


making it up here ...” 
So much for “ inside” 
scouting reports. 
Somewhere along the line 
Brooks Robinson must have 
learned to cope with all kinds 
of pitching because nobody 
can possibly question that he 
made it in the big leagues 
with something to spare. He 
made it for the better part of 
23 seasons, accum ulating 
2,848 hits, picking up 16 
Golden Glove awards and 
participating in 2,896 games, 
a total topped by only one 
other player in American 
League history, Ty Cobb, 
whom Robinson quite likely 
will join in the Hall of Fame 
five years from now. 
Last 
Sunday 
in 
Bloomington, Minn., 40- 
year-old 
Brooks 
Robinon, 
the finest third baseman of 
this generation and possibly 
the best one who ever played 
the game, hung up his glove 
for good. He did it in a 
manner completely typical 
of him, 
stepping

argument so that the Orioles 
could activate a younger 
player, Rick Dempsey, for

Nobody in the world loves 
baseball more than Brooks 
Robinson.
